The merchants 
and manufacturers of the city are manifestly 
desirous of having a fair this fall; and they 
promise every effort needful to get up an exbi- 
bition of Atlanta wares and products that 
will astonich the oldest inhabitant. The of 
ficers of the Association already know that 
a splendid show can be made if the people

The proposed fair would last a week, dur- 
ing which time the five converging railroad 
lines would bring in the people at half rates.
